In regard to the funeral Arrangements'. 
It 
was settled 
that 
the 
funeral 
should be marked with the highest 
military honors and that the inter­ 
ment should be at the Arlington Na­ 
tional Cemetery. The President was 
informed of Admiral Porter’s death by 
an orderly, and sent a feeling message 
of sympathy to the family. He subse­ 
quently sent a message to Congress 
notifying that body of the death. 
The funeral will take place Tuesday 
at 2 p. rn. The Navy Department will 
be closed, the flag will be displayed at 
half-mast at all navy yards and stations 
and on board all ships in commission, 
and seventeen minute guns will be 
fired at noon from each navy yard. The 
department will be draped in black and 
all officers of the navy and marine 
corps will wear the badge of mourning 
for thirty days. 
The honorary pallbearers will be: 
Vice-President Morton, General Scho­ 
field, Senators Manderson, McPherson 
and Hawley, Representative Boutelle, 
Rear Admirals Rogers, Almy, Howells, 
Crosby and Stevens, and Governor Pat­ 
tison, of Pennsylvania. 
The death of Admiral Porter has 
been so long expected that it caused 
little excitement. The Admiral has for 
several months been practically dead to 
the world. 
He has not left his room 
since he entered it in October, on his 
return from his summer home at New­ 
port. His death finally came from the 
result of a combination of causes, not 
the least of which was his advanced 
age. 
The Admiral’s death will result in no 
naval changes. Though nominally on 
the “active* list,” he has been in prac­ 
tical retirement for a great many years. 
In fact, he could not be retired except 
at his own 
request and th at re­ 
quest the vanity and ambition which 
have ever been the Admiral’s strongest 
eharacteristios would never permit bim 
to make. 
He long ago determined to 
die at the head of the navy in name if 
he were not so in fact. 
By his death 
the rank of Admiral ceases to exist. 
The ranking officer of the navy now 
will be Hear Admiral Kimberly, who 
was executive officer of Farragut’s 
flagship at Mobile bay, and who two 
years ago lost his own flagship, the 
Trenton, at Samoa. 
Admiral Porter leaves several child­ 
ren. One son is a Lieutenant in the 
navy, another is a Captain in the marine 
corps, and David Essex, the eldest 
son, was formerly an officer in the 
army. 
There are also one or two 
daughters. 
One of them recently m ar­ 
ried Captain Campbell, of the army. 
During the war Admiral Porter received 
more than $100,000 in prize money and 
since 1870 he has received $18,000 a year 
as Admiral. Ile therefore leaves a very 
comfortable estate. 
David Dixon Porter w as born in Chester, DsL, 
June 8 , 1813, and after studying in Columbian 
college, Washington, accompanied his father

In 1862 he acted:as rear admiral of the M issis­ 
sippi squadron, and In January of the follow 
lng year helped General Sherman to capture 
Arkansas Post. la 1864 he had command of 
the fleet that bombarded Fort Fisher, and in 
1865 took part in the capture of the same fork. 
In the course of the war Porter was four times 
voted the thanks of C o n g r e s s . After the re­ 
bellion he was made Vice Admiral and served 
as superintendent of the naval academy until 
1869, being then detailed for duty In the Navy 
Department at W a s h i n g t o n . He was appointed 
Admiral of the navy in 1870.]

Laurier, th e Liberal L eader, Issue# ast A d­ 
dress—P rem ier M acdonald’s O bjections 
to U nrestricted R eciprocity w ith th*

T o r o n t o , Ont., Feb. 14.—Hon. Mr. 
Laurier, leader of the opposition, has 
issued an address to the electors of the 
country. It is a reply to Sir John Mac­ 
donald’s appeal, as well as a straight 
exposition of the Liberal policy. The 
objections raised to unrestricted trade 
with the United States are briefly hut 
effectually answered. The broad dis­ 
tinction between the two platforms is 
this:

knows it can not get, the Liberal party

Mr. Laurier deals with other is­ 
sues, including the dissolution of Parlia­ 
ment, in the face of the promise, ex­ 
pressed or implied, that voters’ lists 
should be revised before a general elec­ 
tion was held, and arraigns the Na­ 
tional policy as a failure and a fraud, 
which farmers and artisans alike should 
tondemn. 
At the opening meeting of the Liberal 
campaign here Friday evening Sir Rich­ 
ard Cartwright said th at Canadians 
were bound to have unrestricted reci­ 
procity with the United States. On# 
might as well, he said, try to stop th# 
tides of the Atlantic as to stay the flow 
of public opinion in Canada in favor of 
reciprocity. The condition of Canada 
for y ean has been one of arrested de­ 
velopment. National wealth had not 
increased a jot in the last twelve years, 
and the only remedy was fair, free, un­ 
limited reciprocity. 


Increased T onnage oa th e G reat Lakes.

Office has issued a bulletin in regard to 
the changes in floating equipment on 
the great lakes since 1886. In 1886 the 
net tonnage of vessels used for trans­ 
portation on the great lakes was 634,651, 
in 1890 it had reached 926,360, an in­ 
crease of 191,708 tons.

F L U ID FLA M E. 
Chicago, Feb. 14.—The fact that the 
bottle found in the sachel taken from 
Secretary Gibson, of the whisky trust, 
at the time of his arrest contained a 
substance whiah would have brought 
about the destruction of Shufeldt’a dis­ 
tillery in very short order has been 
definitely established by an experiment. 
The experiment was made in room 78 
of the fed e ra l building by the officers 
who worked up the case against the 
whisky 
trust 
man 
and 
in 
the 
presence of Lawyer Burry, who with 
his partner, J. S. Runnells, has charge 
of Gibson’s defense. 
Inspector Stuart 
withdrew the covered cork from the 
bottle and allowed one drop of the stuff 
to fall upon a small piece of paper. 
Almost instantly the paper burst into a 
flame. The experiment was repeated 
several times, and it was found that 
whenever the smallest quantity was 
placed 
on 
auy 
substance 
that 
would burn- a flame shot up instant­ 
ly. 
lf 
placed 
upon 
a 
substance 
not inflammable the stuff took fire 
after a brief exposure to the atmos­ 
phere. 
When the cork was replaced in 
the bottle Captain Stuart wiped the 
neck with a towel, and then threw the 
towel to one side. 
In a moment the 
towel was in flames and there was a 
scurrying for water to put out th# 
fire. The big room was filled with 
blue smoke and with a sickening odor 
of phosphorus of which the inflammable 
stftf? appeared to be mainly composed. 
The fact that any thing was delivered 
to DeWar besides the fluid has been de­ 
nied by 
some.

“ In the package deliverd to DeWar by 
Gibson was a

Captain Stuart is reported to have 
proof that Gibson made the machine 
himself and compounded the liquid, but 
the inspector will not say this is true.

Internet in the reciprocity negotia­ 
tions id increasing. The president’s proc­ 
lamation announcing the conclusion of 
such an arrangement with firezl vt 
coarse attracted attention.

L a n s in g , M ic h ., Feb. 14.— Represent­ 
ative Henze introduced a capital pun­ 
ishm ent 
bill 
Friday. 
It provides 
th at ‘‘all m urders which shall be 
perpetrated by 
m eans 
of 
poison, 
or lying in wait, or any other kind of 
willful, deliberate ajid prem editated 
killing, or which shall be com m itted in 
the attem pt to perpetrate any arson, 
rape, robbery or burglary, shall bo 
deemed m urder of the first degree, and 
shall be punished by death.” 
He also 
introduced a bill tor death in such 
cases by electrocution. 
Representative 
Batney presented a bill to so amend the 
jury laws as to perm it m ajority verdict. 
The plan embodied in the bill is to 
allow eight jurors out of tw elve to re­ 
tu rn verdicts in civil cases and ten out 
of twelve in crim inal cases. The House 
adopted a joint resolution requesting 
Congress to secure to the people the 
right to vote direct for President and 
United States Senators.

The legi&lbture has promised this 
year that co new bnBiceaR (hall be in­ 
troduced after next Tuesday. Borne of 
the leaders have grown fearful, how­ 
ever, that the preps of important matter 
when the bour of assembly comes Tues­ 
day morning will be so great that an ex­ 
tension of at least a week must be grant** 
cd. At the olobe of this week’s session 
SCI bills bad been introduced in the as­ 
sembly and 154 in the senate. At a cor­ 
responding date at the session of two 
years ago there had been 287 introduoed 
in the assembly and 129 in the senate. 
At that sees ion, which began a week 
esrlier 
than 
this, 
new 
bus- 
nees was cot shut off until after Feb. 20, 
so that there mnst be an awful avalanche 
of billa Tuesday to bring the total num­ 
ber up to the average, which ranges at 
about 900 point. 
The question cf ad­ 
journing till Tuesday, under all these 
oixoumstaccep, csme very near being d6- 
featsd in the senate, but an amendment 
to make it Monday night was finally de­ 
feated by a vote of 18 to 13.

In (he first deal a month 
or so ego, it elected three, one cf them to 
ccme in March 4, when a short term se­ 
lection is to go out. Now a combination 
of democrats tnd rt publicans, with a bare 
mrjarity of tho legislature, have attempt­ 
ed to nullify the election of the long­ 
term senator, and fill the plaoe with 
new man. There was a question as to the 
legality of the first election, and the oon 
test will go to the senate. Idaho fur- 
nistes quite a contrast to older states 
that have been a month trying to make 
one recator. 


There may be some hardship in com- 
pel'ing a complete aud sudden equip­ 
ment r f all cars with safety couplers and 
brakes for toe benefit of employes, but 
limbs are being valued much higher 
than heads.

G en e ral Sherm an N ow In a F air W ay to 
D efeat D eath. 


New Y o r k . F ob. 14.—At I J: KO o'clock 
this m o r n in g Private Secretary B arrett 
issued a bulletin stating th at General 
Sherman was sleeping and the doctors 
looked for an easy night- 
The General 
had taken a little nourishm ent during 
the -evening. 
At I o’clock another bul­ 
letin w a s issued announcing there was 
no change in the General's condition. 
The house was then closed for the night 
and the family retired. 
Thursday night was a grateful relief 
to the w ornout family, for the General 
slept peacefully. 
lie was aw akened 
every hour and 
given nourishm ent, 
which seemed to strengthen him con­ 
siderably, and about (1:30 in the m orn­ 
ing he again rose from his bed and sat 
for a few m om ents on a chair while a 
nurse 
made 
his 
bed 
At 
ll 
o'clock he again got out of bed, 
and 
his 
attendants 
had 
consid­ 
erable trouble in keeping bim in bed, 
and especially as he was suffering some­ 
w hat from 
his 
long 
time 
enemy, 
asthm a, and was anxious to assume an 
upright position. 
At no tim e during 
the day was he delirious, and though 
his mind was not at all active it was 
quite clear and he understood all that 
was said to him. 
General Sherm an’s illness has at­ 
tracted a great deal of interest. In fact 
so great has been the interest through­ 
out the (country th a t 
the 
W estern 
Union Telegraph Company has found it 
necessary to send bulletins of his con­ 
dition to 18,000 offices. 
A son of General Sherm an called on 
a Times reporter at the new spaper 
headquarters near the Sherm an resi­ 
dence and severely arraigned him for 
printing a statem ent concerning tho 
adm inistration of extrem e unction to 
General Sherm an by a Roman Catholic 
priest.

Sherm an’s 
vehement 
objection 
was 
to 
w hat 
he 
con­ 
strued to be a statem ent in the article 
th at Rev. F ather M atthew A. T ay­ 
lor was 
adm itted quietly into 
the 
house and th at there had been greint 
secrecy about it. 
Ile adm itted extrem e 
unction was adm inistered to the Gen­ 
eral at the request of the family. 
It 
was true th at General Sherm an was 
gasping for breath at the time, and 
m ight not have been conscious of what 
was going on about him.

declared 
positively

An Invention for Ocean P ropellers. 
A Bridgeport (Conn.) mechanic lias 
invented a new method of adjusting 
propellers for ocean steamers. 
It con­ 
sists of three great horizontal shafts 
lying parallel to each other, and ex­ 
tending outward from the stem of the 
vessel. To each shaft a three-blade 
screw propeller is attached, the central 
or middle one being, in area, just twice 
that of the other two propellers. With­ 
in the vessel the three shafts ara joined 
transversely with strong rods, and have 
clamps attached so that one or all can 
be instantly detached if necessary. 
A 
triple expansion engine of great power 
Is to run each shaft. 
The inventor 
claims his system will give a more uni­ 
form motion, and with the same horse 
power exerted by the engines will give 
far greater results. 
Another important poult with the in 
vention is the many resources it pos­ 
sesses in the case of a breakdown. 
When at sea the breaking of a shaft or 
part of an engine is often a seriouj mat­ 
ter. 
In this device there are nine com­ 
binations which can be made to run 
the ship. 
This may be better under­ 
stood by saying that the three engines 
and the three shafts must each bo brok­ 
en or disabled to put the ship iii a help­ 
less condition. If one or even two shafts 
lliould break the combined horse pow­ 
er of the three engines can be thrown 
upon or applied to tho remaining shaft, 
and the speed be not greatly diminish­ 
ed.

The real Brazilian pebble is a 
kind of rock crystal found in many 
parts of the world, but in great pro­ 
fusion In Brazil, and hence tile name. 
There is a pet superstition that the 
Brazilian pebble glasses preserve the 
sight, but no solid fouudation for it ex­ 
ists. 
Fine glass is every whit as good, 
and costs far less on account of the 
labor and care required to grind the 
crystal to the proper shape. 
The only 
real advantage the crystal lenses have 
over those of glass is in the hardness of 
the material, which renders them much 
less liable to become scratched and so 
dimmed, but otherwise the glass is as 
good. 
There are several tests by which to 
distinguish the genuine pebble from the 
glass imitation, but the one most easily 
applied is that of touch. The real peb­ 
ble will feel far colder to the finger ox 
tongue than the glass, so much so that 
after touching a glass lens and then one 
of crystal, any one will be able to de­ 
tect the difference.—Interview in St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.
